is true that some hot-headed Europeans, puffed with the pride of race, are ready to 
insult natives, but the Azdd is afraid that the Bengalis and Parsis would. prove 
worse jacks-in-office. As it is Bengalis, who are extremely selfish, are hated by the 
other Indian races. Judging from the few Parsi Joint Magistrates and_ postal 
officers in these provinces, the Parsis appear to be more proud and conceited than 
Europeans, and cannot be expected to treat the people in a suitable manner. Onl 
those men who formed the lower stratum of society under native rule were the first 
to acquire English education. The respectable and influential sections kept aloof from 
schools, but they have lately discovered their mistake and are now exerting them- 
selves to make up their deficiency.
